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NEW CHILD BILL
S INTRODUCED

Senator Brookhart Would
Replace Juvenile With
Parental Court.

PENSION FOR MOTHERS

Measure Seeks Divorcement From
Criminal Law of Children
Under 18 Years.

Changing in Important respects the
law and the method of dealing with
dependent and delinquent children In
the District, a bill was introduced in
the Senate today by Senator Brook-
hart of Iowa. It is understood that
an jdentical bill will be offered in the
House by Representative Free of Cali-
fornia.

The Erookhart bill defines the legal
status of all children under eighteen
vears of age in the District; creates a
parental court,, which will take the
place of the Juvenile Court, and pro-
vides for a pension to mothers with
dependent -hilldren.

Bill Explained.

In a statement issued by Senator
Brookhart, explaining the bill, the
lowa senator, says, in part:

“With the growing law violations
by tha youth of the land, we need
somewhers the establishment of a
system of child control and mothers'
assistance that will be a model in
statute provisions and in actual work.
It is my bhelief that Washington,
therefore, should inaugurate and put
into force this plan for a parental
court,

“Courts of punishment were never
intended to save the individual, but
to protect society from the criminal.
Therefore in my biil we propose first

tou lift children from adult measure-
ment in law and make them infants
in criminal. Now, they are infants in
civil law.

With the divorcement of all chil-
dren under cighteen vears of age
from criminal law, this necessitates
the establishment of a judicial de-
partment of a very hich order, which
for the moral education, the detentlon,
and the c¢are of children, must ex-
ercise equity jurisdictiorn.

“This, then, i3 embodied in _a
parental court of the Dlstrict of Co-
lumbia,

Aimn Sought.

“Reing of a parental niture, this
court only steps in to assume any
control of a child after the two other
parental agencies fajl—that of the home
and the school.

“To these two institutions the parenta
court pffers assistance for such children
as are disobendient to law and authority,
or are in distress because of the acts of
athers,

“Under the parental plan, no child is
arrested, never a*eriminal complaint can
obtaln agains=t a child, but the matter
Vs wholly one of right and proper cus-
\tody. Thus, there can never be a rec-
{ord against u child under eighteen
{ Years of age,

: “The measure offers every protection
| tn parents In the permission of petitions
| and appeals and continued hearings, the
i whole bent heing to keep children in
| the home under control of parents and
i in Bchool under normal conditions.
' In the child's relief allowance, we
| have but approached the mother’'s pen-
i sion idez from a more dignified angle.
‘Instead of a sort of charity glven
i the mother by some organized agency,
| we  dignify the home and make an
iappeal to the child by stating that all
i children under certain conditions are
Yentitled to a child relief allowance. The
| child in plenty today may, because of
| cireumstances, be in necd tomorrow.
In this event it is8 a wonderful thing
for a child to know that his govern-
ment comes to his relief and that he

has & right to assistance because of
' his condition, which adualts have

! missioner for report and Tecom-
i mendations. The committee made it
| clear at a recent meeting that it

The pension provisions are that any
child under =sixteen in the District
in the custody of parents or guard-
igns, or any other person in the Dis-
trict, who 1Is In condition of distress
shall be entitled to a monthly pension
of not more than $30.

The bill proposes an appropriation
of $20,000 to meet the expenses of the
parental court until the end of the
present fiscal year, and authorizes the
